New Dorms, New Rules 

• WITH PLANS FOR campiw retidaKe halls rapkDy bdng 
concluded, there is bound to be quite a lot of grumbling audi- 
ble. The programs announced at last weHc’s meeting on the 
new dormitory are, on the whole, sound, reesonaUe, and es- 
sential. None can deny, though the girls may protest now, toat 
a solid three meals a day will not be harmful, and that it will 
be quite a Ut more conveniait to ride downstairs on an ele- 
vator than to go through rain, sleet, and }iail to q nstaurant 
or cafeteria and to pay more money than the reasonable $500 
for board. 

However, there are certain questions about qdiidi girls 
should be aasured before they plunk down their money and 
prepare to eat three meals a day for a whole year. 

For one thing, it is essential that the present catering or- 
ganization not be retained in the new earing facilities. While 
pleasant surrounding can do a lot to distract the eye, they 
cannot compensate for sloppy food and service. 

Secondly, it must not be forgotten that female apperites 
do not thrive on a diet of solid starch. The figure, the com- 
plexion, and the Agestion refuse. There will have to be some 
freedom of choice, and variety from which to dmose. At 
other schocds which have earing plans, frequent comidaints 
indicate that food services tend to attempt to cut costs by 
cutting quality. 

Another new regulation which was greeted with some 
vocal dismay was the requirement that girls who have not yet 
readied tbie age of 22 be required to live in a dormitory. Rais- 
ing tiM age limit by one year is a practical necessity in order 
to fill the 1,029 places available. Within a year or two the 
University's natu^ expansion should fill the dormitory with- 
out resorting W’ virtually roping and hog-tying the girls snd 
f(xdng them to imnain.' This is' no great sacrifice, and the 
girls, quite obviously^ will live through it It is understood 
that as soon as the space is filled^ the age limit will be low- 
ered again. 

Freshman men under 21 will also be required to reside in 
the dormitories. And all men in Crawford and Adams must 
take advantage of the food plan. The fraternities which have 
recently installed eating fadlities in their houses will be the 
most vociferous complainers on that score. But, once again, 
the plans exist for a definite purpose. They are nearly as int- 
mutahle as the laws of nature. Complaints to the contrary, 
the eating plan is here to stay. Let us hope, only, that it is 
handled properly so that students will feel they are getting 
something for their $500.

Arf Buehwald Tells HUM 
Of Fourteen Years in Paris

• "I LIVED IN Paris (or fcurteen 
wonderful years. I first went there 
because I heard that the streets 
were paved with mattresses. I 
wanted to live the IKe of Hem- 
ingway on the Left Bank." Art 
Buehwald, speaking at a Hlllal 
brunch, last Sunday, discussed, 
somewhat tongue-in-ebaek, his 
humMa beginninga Jn the news- 
paper business. 

The littls round man with horn- 
rimmed glaeses and a fire-engine 
red sweater beneath hia Jacket, 
spoke about his post-War lift tai 
Paris. "We never considered our- 
selves a loet generation. Most of 
us got Jobe with the' MarshaU 
Plan, a sort of GI Bill of Rights 
(or countries,” he quipped. 

Buehwald la ay^cated In 180 
newspapers throughout the world. 

He eppeen in Bangkok, and in 
nearly all European ’countries, 
sometimes translated, .sometimes 
not For some reason he does not 
appear in Japan. He says bb col- 
umn has evsn appeared In Pravda.

a THE EARLY-SEASON Powers 
of the Southern Conference faded 
into the background, as the mid- 
season picks for championship con- 
tenders finally began to prove 
that they were legitimate threats. 

VPI continued in the driver's 
seat of the loop. The Gobblers, un- 
defeated since their opening game, 
came within one first down of set- 
ting a school record, but mistakes 
almost ruined their outstanding 
performance. Richmond turned 
loose Kenny Stoudt on a T^yard 
run, then recovered a Hokle fumble 
and drove in to make the score 
14-13. On an attempted two point 
pass by BUI Silvi, Mike Cahill In- 
tercepted to bail out the Gdbblers 
and run their Conference record 
to 3-0. 

Bob Schweickert passed for 204 
yards and ran for another 78 In 
spite of having a 69-yard scoring 
jaunt called back. Sonny Utz con- 
tinued his scoring spree of recent 
weeks, punching over a score from 
a yard out. The Gobblers’ record- 
matching 26 first downs complete- 
ly outclassed Richmond's 7. But it 
remained for the unsuccessful con- 
version gamble to foil the Spider 
upset bid and keep VPI on their 
six game winning streak. 

West Virginia remained hot on 
the Gobblers' heels with their 20- 
16 squeaker over George Wash- 
ington, matching their score in 
the Mountaineers’ other win over 
WlUiam and Mary. The Citadel 
ran into a roadblock, as they wan- 
dered outside the Conference. East 
Carolina, which had previously fal- 
len to Richmond, rolled over the 
BuUdogs 20-6. 

VMI passed its way to its first 
triumph since opening day. Un- 


leashing an aerial barrage of 41 
passes, Mark Mulrooney and Butch 
Nunnally completed 15, including 
two touchdown tosses. William 
and Mary was forced to punt 8 
times, averaging only 27 yards per 
kick, and the Indians went down 
to a 26-6 defeat. 

Furman took an Impressive 6-1 
mark against Its first strong oppo-' 
nent of the season.

• THE COLONIALS LOST a 
hard-fought game to the Moun- 
taineers of West Virginia last Sat- 
urday at D.C Stadium, 20-16. The 
cold 45* weather and strong 
ncHthwest winds had an effect on 
both teams and was in part the 
cause of five fumbles. 

Mcrv Holland, the Colonials' 
magnificent quarterback, continued 
bis assault on the school and con- 
ference passing records. He com- 
pleted 18 out of 34 passes for a 
total of 186 yards. His 18 com- 
pletions give him 83 for the sea- 
son, four moK than the previous 
GW tecord of 79. set in 1959 hy 
Ed HIno. Merv is also Just one- 
yard short of the school record for 
total passing yardage. The all-sea- 
son record of 1,094 was set in 1950 
by Andy Davia However, it must 
be remembered that Holland has 
accomplished these record-break- 
ing and near-record breaking per- 
(ormances in Just seven games. 
With the Brighsin Young and Van- 
derbilt games still ahead, be 
should easily break these school 
records, and perhaps some South- 
ern Conference onea 

The first scoring of the game 
was made by West Virginia.
